Saudi Arabia in two 
to three years time will become 
even more dangerous because of 
the vast amounts of Western arms 
it is acquiring. 

Gur said that modern techniques 
of warfare would make it “almost 
impossible” for Israel to return 
to its pre-1967 borders. Terrain was 
needed@ to give the essential seconds 
of early warning of sir attacks. 
“1 don’t think anyone can deny the 
fact that to defend Israel in the 
1967 borders is ‘almost impossibie’,” 
he said, 

Political changes were necessary 
to warrant taking military risks, he 
said. 

Earlier, Intelligence Chief Aluf 
Shlomo Gazit told the conference 
that Jordan’s joining the eastern 
front may be an asset to Israel. (See

Asked to explain, Gur said Israel 
did cot want to fight Jordan but 
such a move would open up more 
terrain for manoeuvre and Israel 
could “use it in quite a good way." 

Gur said it was impossible to 
achieve a decisive victory by using 
defensive tactics and good soldiers 
and officers could not be built with 
a defensive mentality.

Allon: Syrian 
refusal not 
final answer

Israel does not take Syria's re- 
fusal to negotiate as Damascus’ 
final answer, Foreign Minister Yi- 
gal Allon said in Jerusalem yes- 
terday. 

He said he had been “informed 
officially” at New York (where he 
attended the UN General Assembiy! 
that Syria was “not interested in 
any negotiations" with Isreel. Sy- 
rian Foreign Minister Khaddam 
had also “left no doubt about it" 
in his address to the Assembly. 

Israel's own position continued 
to be that it was ready for negoti- 
ations “without preconditions.” Mr, 
Allon had told Dr. Kissinger that 
Israel hoped Syria's response would 
change. 

“We shall find out soon whether 
Syria’s ‘no' is its final answer or a 
tactical manoeuvre," said the For- 
eign Minister, apparently referring 
to the forthcoming November 30 
Undof mandate renewal date. 

Mr. ANon spoke at a luncheon 
session of the Symposium on the 
Military Aspects of the Israel-Arabd 
Conflict at the Jerusalem Hilton. 
The lunch was hosted by “Yediot 
Aharonot.” 

Mr. Adlon said he had deen 
pleased to find at the UN that, 
“after several unhappy years," the 
“automatic vote’ in the General 
Assembly was “no longer secure.” 

Several non-aligned nations (in 
addition to the Western bloc) had 
informed the Arabs that they would 
not support Israel's suspension from 
the Assembly, and it was for that 
reason that the Arabs’ suspension 
initiative had been dropped.

The U.S. has launched a diplo- 
matic offensive aimed af easing 
the mounting tension on fhe 
Golan front, torei=n diplomatic 
cireles said terday.

As the Arab ministers met at 
the Arab League's Cairo headquar- 
ters, renewed fighting continued in 
Beirut yesterday. It broke a four- 
day lull during which Lebanese po- 
litical and communal leaders strug- 
gled for a peace formula designed 
to introduce political reforms as 
well as possible new amendments in 
agreements governing the Lebanese- 
PLO relations. 

The number of dead rose by 23 
in the day's fighting. 

The PLO was understood to be 
opposed to Arab attempts to intro- 
duce changes in the present Le- 
banese status quo under which the 
Palestinian movement maintains the 
right of independent existence on 
Lebanese territory.

‘Hospital cuts 
will mean years 
of bed shortage”

TEL AVIV. — The Health Ministry 
has severely criticized the 
‘Treasury's intention to cut back 
spending on hospital construction, 
saying this would prolong the cur- 
rent shortage of hospital beds for 
years to come. 

The Health Ministry planned to 
spend at least IL820m. on hospital 
building and expansion this year, 
but the Finance Ministry has offer- 
ed only 1.220m. This, to 
the Health Ministry spokesman, 
would mean shelving plans for 
buliding the Eisenberg Hospital in 
Jaffa, with 400 beds, and for add- 
ing 800 beds to the Sheba Medical 
Centre at Tel Hashomer. 

It would also mean deleying by 
several years construction of two 
mental hospitals — one in Beer- 
sheba and another in Tirat Hacar- 
mel — which are sorely needed. 
Most of the other Government hos- 
pitals {im Beersheba, Nahariya, Ha- 
dera, Jaffa, as well as Assaf Ha- 
rofe and Tel Giborim) would also 
suffer from the cutback in appro- 
priations. ? 

In order to keep pace with the 
country’s minimum needs, at least 
7,000 beds must be added to hos- 
pital facilities by 1980, the spokes- 
man said. Of those, 4,500 are. need- 
ed in the Tel Aviv area alone, as 
it now suffers most from the short- 
age. If the needed money is not 
provided, it will take years to 
catch up — since the addition of 
beds, with the accompanying labor- 
atory and other services takes a 
long time. 


Odessa activist 
loses appeal

His figst trial took place in front 
of a ‘jeering crowd at the airport 
employees’ club.

Tape asks police to halt search 
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Dutchman says captors 
may cut off his foot 


DUBLIN.—Kidnapped Dutch indus- 
trialist Tiede Herrema pleaded with 
the Government not to seek further 
proof he is alive because his captors 
threaten to cut off one of his feet, 
according to ἃ taped message played 
yesterday by the mediator in the 
abduction. 


Details of the message, accepted 
as authentic by the Government, 
had been held back by trade union- 
ist Philip Flynn, ‘acting 85 go- 
between with the kidnap gang, be- 
cause of the distress it would cause 
the family of the 52-year-old Her- 
rema, now missing for 13 days. 

The mediator decided to play it 
for reporters, after its contents 
began to appear in news leaks. 

Dr. Herrema opened his message 
with the words, “This is a message 
tom the Irish liberation organiza- 

ion.” 

“Please help me,” he said, “My 
abductors say they will not give the 
Irish Government the satisfaction of 
getting me back alive unless the 
demands are met.” 

Speaking in a voice that sounded 
tired and despondent, Herrema said: 
“Mentally and physically I have suf- 
fered already. Please do not ask for 
further proof that I am alive. They 
threaten to cut off my foot and send 
it to you." 

“Please do not put my life in fur- 
ther danger by looking for me," the 
message went on. "I have been told 
that should the secret police find 
where I am being held, there will be 
a fight and they aay they would not 
give the Irish Government the satis- 
faction of getting me out. 

“I do not understand why these 
three prisoners, one of whom igs a 
mother of a young child, cannot be 
released.” 

This was a reference to Dr. Rose 
Dugdale, an English heiress who is 
one of the three TRA prisoners whose 
release the kidnappers are demand- 
ing. 

Τὰ continuing violence in Northern 
Ireland, 2 bomb planted on a gar- 
bage truck caused severe damage 
and wounded five policemen at a 
heavily guarded Belfast detention 
centre for political prisoners from 
both sides of the conflict.

Ireland, forced the engineer and 
fireman out and planted two milk 
cans of explosives In the engine. 

British troops evacuated the train 
and searched the surrounding area 
for booby traps and snipers before 
moving in to try to defuse the bombs, 
ἃ process that usually takes two 
to three days.

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Libya, 
complaining that mines planted dur- 
ing World War ΤΊ are still killing 
and injuring people and livestock 
and damaging property, asked 
the UN on Tuesday to call for 
technical assistance for their re- 
moval. 

Libya, the scene of heavy fighting 
during World War ΤΊ, called for 
the UN jo condemn the “colonialist 
powers which have neglected to re- 
move remnants of war, particularly 
mines.” No countries were named in 
the resolution submitted to the 
General Assembly’s Economic Com- 
mittee, but a Libyan diplomat said 
it is aimed at Britain, Italy, and 
East and West Germany. 

It would urge the states involved 
to make available all information 
on the areas in which mines were 
placed, including maps. The measure 
would also request the states to 
provide technical assistance for 
mine removal. 


Czechs try two left behind 
in helicopter escape attempt 


PRAGUE (UPI). — Czech authori- 
ties yesterday placed on trial two 
persons caught two months ago in 
@ helicopter escape attempt. The 
American helicopter pilot, Barry 
Meeker, also went on trial in his 
absence, the Czech news agency 
Ceteka reported. 

Last August 17, Meeker flew three 
East Germans from Czechoslovakia 
to West Germany under gunfire in 
8. chartered helicopter. He was 
wounded by the fire of Czech 
police, 

The police action forced Meeker 
to leave behind an East German 
woman refugee, Helga Neukirchner, 
and his flight assistant, Stanislav 
Kobrzynski. 

Ceteka gaid they went on trial 
charged with “violation of Czech 
sovereignty.” ὦ 

“A third accused, Barry Meeker, 
will be tried in absentia,” Ceteka 
said. “The accused are charged with 


ἃ number of crimina] acts which 
they committed last year and this 
year during illegal actions using a 
helicopter on Czech territory.” 

Meeker, 34, a decorated American 
Vietnam veteran, was accused of 
flying out refugees on other trips, 
too. The prosecution said he flew 
out a total of 11 East German 
refugees in three flights. 

Meeker and Kobrzynski could be 
sentenced to terms ranging from 
three to "10 "yéars’ find Neukirchnéz” 
to a term ranging from six months 
to five years. 

Her husband and  14-year.old 
daughter were among the three re- 
fugees who escaped with Meeker.

The accumulation of savings may 
work for a while, but tend to fail at a 
crucial moment. This may occur just 
when prices are stationary for a 
while, and people feel they have now 
saved enough; then the pent-up 
purchasing power may flood the 
market and produce explosive 
effects. 

The amount of liquid assets held 
by the public in this country ap- 
Proximates our gross disposable an- 
nual income. However, the share of 
it held {n means of payment has 
declined from 22 per cent at the end 
of 1973 to perhaps 16 per cent today. 
A relatively small conversion of 
assets into cash can therefore affect 
the markets in a dramatic way. 
Moreover, the ratio of cash 
(including current deposits) to the 
liguid assets total must go on declin- 
ing, because the market value of 
linked assets i9 growing with both in- 
flation and devaluation. At the end of 
1972 it was just one-half of the 
holdings’ total, but by the end of 1975 
it will reach about three-quarters. 
Most of these assets are bank 
deposits owned by recipients of Ger- 
man restitution, saving schemes, 
and debentures issued or backed by 
the Government. 

But size and composition of this 
Portfolio are not its only worrying 
aspects.

fraction of the liguid assets held by 
the public in this country represent 
productive capital. Almost all of 
them are unproductive State 
obligations, constituting part of our 
huge public debt. This fact ἰ5, of 
course, a direct consequence of the 
monopolistic position held by the 
State in our capita] market. But it 
reflects also the tendency of our 
capital owners to shun the risks, in- 
{tiatlve, and diseretion required for 
private investment, and to rely in- 
stead on the Government, which has 
been offering them unlimited safe, 
inflation-proof debentures, even 
though at a modest net interest rate. 
The assets held by the public are — 
more or less = liquid, not on account 
of their intrinsic value, but because 
they cannot be repudiated. However, 
from the economic angle most of 
them represent redundant capital. 
just as a considerable part of public 
employment represents redundant 
Jabour. 

In these circumstances one can 
hardly hope the economy's malaise 
to be cured by administrative 
measures, or economic growth to be 
spurred by monetary incentives. A 
precondition for that is a national 
setting which would put a premium 
on productive achievement, not on 
spare capital. But that cannot be 
combined with persistant overspen- 
ding, which not only provides the Ad- 
ministration with the means to 
finance featherbedding, but also 
provides the public with spare cash, 
and with convenient assets to invest 
it in. 


Pre-fab emergency shelter 
can be put up in a morning

A novel solution to Israel's 
problem of inadequate bomb shelter 
coverage for its citizens — openly 
conceded by Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres — was shown at the 
recent Igmetal 75 meta! week exhibi- 
tion in Tel Aviv. 

Labelling its product ‘‘a fast 
sheltering techuique,’" Ashkelon 
Metalworks Ltd. exhibited a 
geometric-shape prefab emergency 
shelter which can be installed next to 
any building in half-a-day's time. 
Giora Belkin, the young e eer 
who helped design the shelter, said 
current prices of the shelter are 
1L28,000 and IL41,500, respectively, 
for the single and double units, ‘‘with 
reductions for quantity orders.” 

He said the Haga-approved shelter 
was developed at an unnamed 
security installation, and is the ideal 
answer to sheltering requirements of 
industrial plants and kindergartens 
as well as apartment houses built 
when inclusion of basement shelters 


- The single and double units can ac- 


- commodate 15 to 80 people, respec- 


tively, and are impervious to poison 
gas attack. The 10 mm-thick steel 
door is to the 5 mm steel wall, 
and a folding extension ladder 
operates an overhead escape hatch. 

Once a three-by-six metre hole is 
‘dug in the ground, the shelter can be 
either compietely or partially 
buried. If the former method is

chosen, the entire area can be 
landscaped, with only the air vent 
protruding through the ground sur- 
face. An epoxy paint coating on the 
shelter's outer walls is claimed to be

Etzioni said that to his regret he had 
to dissent from Justice Sussman's 
final conclusion that while the 
appellant should be acquitted on the 
fourth count (a decision with which 
he concurred) his overall sentence 
should not be reduced, but that the 
sentence he had received for this 
fourth count should be added to those 
he had received for the other four 
counts on which he had been found 
guilty. 


He could not agree with this con- 
Clusion, he explained, because not 
only did he have serious doubts 
whether section 168 of the Criminal 
Procedure Law (which provides that 
the courts may convict an accused of 
each of the offences proved against 
him but may not punish him more 
than once for the same act) allowed 
for a court's leaving in force a 
sentence imposed for a conviction 
which had been quashed, but also, 
and mainly, because he was of the 
opinion that once a conviction was 
quashed section 197 demanded that 
the punishment imposed therefore 
be also automatically quashed. For, 
he explained, the general rule es- 
tablished in section 197 is that the 
courts may not increase an ac- 
cused's sentence unless the State has 
appealed against its leniency, the 
reason behind this being, as Justice 
Sussman had already observed, that 
an accused should not be frightened 
off from appealing against the 
severity of his sentence by the risk of 
having his sentence increased in con- 
sequence of his appeal. 

He for his part, continued Justice 
Etzioni, was not prepared to go so 
far as to say that the Israeli 
legislature had been influenced by 
German law when enacting this law. 
For he was of the firm opli- 
nion that the Israeli jegislature 
would have had no difficulty in arriv- 
ing at the conclusion that an ac- 
cused's punishment shovld not be 
increased unless the State appealed 
against its leniency without recourse 
to any other system of law. But 
whatever the source of section 197 
might be, he held, it was certainly 
not mete that today, after it had been 
in force for ten years, reference 
should be made to German 
jurisprudence in order to find its cor- 
rect interpretation.

jurisprudence shows, continued 
Justice Etzioni, that, in the past, 
whenever a court had quashed a con- 
viction for which a separate 
sentence had been imposed, the 
sentence had also been automatical- 
ly quashed (see, inter ala, Cr.A. 
5/72, 1 P.D. 27/37 1; and στα. 
448/74). It is true there had been oc- 
easions, he conceded, when the court 
had not reduced a sentence after 
partly allowing an appeal, but these 
had been occasions when an overall 
sentence had been imposed for all 
the counts together and not where 
each separate count had been given 
a separate sentence (see C.A. 
472/74). And as to Justice Sussman's 
opinion that the Supreme Court's 
powers to impose sentences should 
not be allowed to be influenced by 
the manner in which the trial court 
framed its sentence, he for his part, 
held Justice Etzioni, thought that the 
practice of imposing an overall 
sentence for several offences, 
without stipulating the sentence for 
each individual offence, was 
generally invalid and should most 
certainly not be applied save on the 
rarest of exceptional occasions; and, 
in any event, he could see nothing 
wrong in the Supreme Court's being 
bound by the wording of the trial 
court’s sentence, just as it is bound 
by the wording of an indictment. 

If, for example, Justice Etzioni 
then went on to point out, the 
prosecution had elected to charge 
the appellant separately with the 
offence of which the Supreme Court 
bad now acquitted him — which they 
could very well have done — there 
would have been no doubt that the 
Supreme Court could not leave the 
sentence imposed for this offence in 
force because it was of the opinion 
that sentences imposed for other 
offences with which the appellant 
had been charged separately were 
too lenient. All of which went to 
show, he concluded, that the

THERE IS a constant search for new 
frameworks to replace the conven- 
tional concert: The Marathon, ‘New 
Dimension" concerts, environment 
concerts, Musica Viva, and 
workshops are a few examples of 
these.

appealed and his appeal has been 
partly allowed. He for his part, he 
added, was of the opinion that the 
right to leave a sentence unchanged, 
despite partially allowing an appeal, 
was both useful and desirable 
although it could be presumed that 
the court of appeal would wield it 
only rarely and only in special cases, 
such as the present.

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ANY ATTEMPT to redesign the 
network of social services in 
Israel, or in any country, must 
be prefaced with the understan- 
ding that these are political 
rather than professional 
decisions. Thus many of the best 
suggestions of welfare con- 
sultants and social policy 
specialists have not,-and cannot 
be implemented without endan- 
gering the political balance of 
power. The classic example of 
this situation on the Israeli scene 
is the moratorium operating on 
the implementation of the most 
significant recommendations of 
the Prime Minister’s Commis- 
sion on Disadvantaged Youth 
issued in 1972. 

The Commission recommend- 
ed to the Government that all 
income-maintenance functions 
be housed under “one roof,”’ that 
there should be uniform criteria 
for programme eligibility, one 
administrative staff, and 
national, rather than local im~- 
plementation. As a member of 
the Commission I would not be 
wrong in saying that the large 
majority viewed the National In- 
surance Institute of the Ministry 
of Labour as the most ap- 


“propriate roof for the income 


maintenance function, rather 
than the Ministry of Social 
Welfare. The political reality, 
however, would not allow 
transferring public welfare 
payments from the Ministry of 
Welfare, run by the National 
Religious Party, a crucial coali- 
tion partner in the government, 
to the Ministry of Labour, run by 
the Alignment Party, the largest 
partner to the government coali- 
tion. 


Improvised basis 


What has been neglected 
out the years of political 
accommodation in Israeli 
welfare, has been any serious 
attempt to reconceptualize the 
welfare network. Without a set, 
or opposing sets, of conceptual 
views our welfare programmes 
wiil continue to develop on an ad- 
hoc, improvised basis, with in- 
termittent inter- and intra- 
ministerial struggles: for new 
territory and control over old 
turf. This alternative is costly 
for a small country with meagre 
resources, and the cost in. terms 
of human as well as financial 
waste can carry over several 
generations. 


THE SGCIAL SERVICES are 
mobilized and called into opera- 
tion only when problems occur, 
when a hole appears in the dyke,. 
when the major, ‘‘normal" 
social institutions do not succeed 
in handling certain individuals 
and groups. At that point 
social] welfare services were 


created to care for the residual: 
cases. The result of this concep-' 


tualization was the creation, 
over 40 years ago, during the 
British Mandate, of the Welfare 
Department of the Vaad Leumi, 
as a general social agency for 
Jews who could not function 
without help from the rest of the 
Yishuv. 

Over the yeara the Ministry of 
Social Welfare, as successor and 
inheritor to the Welfare Depart- 
ment of the Vaad Haleumi, was 
traditionally apportioned to 
smaller, usually religious or left- 
of-centre coalition parties with a 
presumed inherent affinity for 
the unfortunate and disadvan- 
taged.

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significant economic portfolio 
and fully embraced the residual 
concept of social sérvice. Also, 
welfare recipients never con- 
gealed into a significant voting 
block or pressure groups, and 
for the most part citizens were 
embarrassed to have to receive 
“charity."" In the Jewish Israeli 
culture it is a blessing to give to 
the needy, but a curse to have to 
receive public assistance. 

Jn recent years, primarily 
since the appearance of the 
Israeli Black Panthers in 
March, 1971, the whole issue of 
welfare and the disadvantaged 
has been linked to the fabric of 
the State, to the gap between 
Jews of Oriental and Western 
origin and to a battle for 
realiocation of resources and 
power to influence social policy. 
There is a strong current in 
favour of bolstering the larger 
social institutions serving the 
disadvantaged and to widen 
their services, in order to make 
them more universally 
available, rather than 
strengthen and create even 
more ad-hoc, selective welfare 
services. 

Now that the Prime Minister 
has indicated his hope that the 


government will have time to. 


turn its attention inward, it: 
may be appropriate to look at 
some of the alternative models 
for restructuring the public 
welfare network. 


IT IS ESSENTIAL in my view to 
move towards the universal con- 
cept of social service provision. 
In other words, functions related 
to provision of housing for the 
poor (rentals, mortgages, mov- 
ing costs, etc.) should mot be 
lodged in the public welfare of- 


fices. The same is true for basic:. 


health services to the poor and 
aged; these should be provided 
by the Health Ministry. Basic 


educational needs such as tuition 


subsidies, school books, un- 
iforms, and even schoo] social 
work should be provided by the 
Ministry of Education. 
Rehabilitation services to the 
poor and the handicapped should 
be provided directly by the 
Ministry of Labour. And finally, 
the basic income maintenance 
function should be housed in the 
National Insurance Institute, or 
with the Income Tax Section of 


the Finance Ministry as part ofa 
negative income tax 
programme, 


Perhaps, of all these changes, 
that related to income 
maintenance is the most discuss- 
ed and controversial.

of Welfare would mean 
an end to the nearly sacred bond 
between financial assistance 
and treatment. Several 
generations of social workers in 
Israe] have been schooled to tura 
their clients toward treatment 
and behavioural change by the 
awarding or withholding of 


financial assistance, or at best, 


by the sophisticated use of 
supplementary support. 
However, such concepts have 
long been attacked by clients’ 
rights groups, and social work 
educators in the major Western 
countries, and, in fact, 
assistance payments have been 
separated from social service 
for several years in parts of 
Israe] and the U.S., and for even 
longer in Great Britain. . 

But in Israel, the myth still 
widely persists that everyone 
needing money also needs 
‘tyeatment."" The concept is 
hard to eliminate. It is accepted 
particularly with regard to 
“special assistance" where the 
social worker can utilize 
“professional judgment’’ to 
provide or purchase concrete 
services over and beyond that in- 
cluded in the basic welfare 
grant. However, it is entirely 
possible to define clear criteria 
for supplementary assistance 
‘and to provide these grants via 


the National Insurance Institute. 


A client’s need 


The irony is that since social 
worker ju ent is now used as 
the primary method for deter- 
mining a client's need for special 
assistance (mainly to stretch in- 
adequate budgets among equal- 
ly needy clients), the removal of 
Supplementary assistance from 
public welfare offices threatens 
to eliminate a major area of 
professional judgment. Perhaps 
a compromise is needed where 
the National Insurance Institute 
would establish a team of social 
workers in each of its district of- 
fices to review requests for 
Supplementary Benefits. - But,

. cedure, there no escaping 
the imperative for defining 
clearly the eligibility criteria for 
Supplementary Benefits.

_ Centre kitchen

Sir, — In his article, “‘Olim protest 
kitchen closure’ (September 29), 
Arthur Kemelman reports that I said 
that the Jewish Agency was closing 
its kitchens in all absorption centres 
for reasons of economy.
